ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN. 

The  Librarian  has  the  honor  to  submit  to  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  The  Newberry  Library  his  report  for  the  year  1900. 

There  has  been  a  gain  over  the  figures  of  1899  in  the  number 
of  books  and  pamphlets  consulted  in  the  various  departments ; 
the  chief  gain  being  in  the  Departments  of  Medicine  and  His- 
tory. 

The  accessions,  by  gift  and  purchase,  for  the  year  last  past, 
exclusive  of  duplicates,  number  4,060  volumes  and  1,207  pam- 
phlets. 

We  begin  the  century  with  161,715  volumes  and  65,834 
pamphlets ;   a  total  of  227,549. 

The  number  of  current  periodicals  on  file  is   1,260,  viz.
